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Twenty-three religious, civil rights, and labor organizations 
are co-sponsoring publication of a 32-page pamphlet containing the 
official summary and recommendations of the Report of the National 
Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders, it was announced today by 
the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith and the American Jewish 
Committee. 

The organizations, responding to the challenge of the Kerner 
Commission report and a suggestion for the pamphlet made jointly by 
ADL and AJC, have ordered an original printing of 160,000. The 
summaries will be available from all the sponsors at 15 cents each, 
$10 per hundred, as a public service and as a resource in planning 
and organization of local and national projects in support of the 
Commission's recommendations. 

All 23 co-sponsors are undertaking extensive programs suggested
